China Daily News on the Woo-shih-shan 
trial, As this is the only sign which 
has-been made by the members of the 
Church Mission since the decision of 
Judge French was given, excepting of 
course the notice of appeal, it is only 
right that it should be made public. Wo 
therefore publish the letter elsewhere. 
It will be seen that the writer takes ex- 
ception to the atatement of our Northern 
contemporary that the missionaries “were 
entirely averse to entering into friendly 

inti i hinesé, previous 


i ithe 0! 
to’ the late trial, and accepting a reason- | 6), 
able compromise.” 


Mr Stewart asserts 
that this ia not no; that they strove for 
nearly six months to come to terms, and 
gave way inch by inch, until, at tho 
one vital question—the alleged wrongful 
means employed to obtain the title to 
the land on which the Mission premises 
were built—they were compelled to dis. 
tinctly refuse all compromise, The ‘pro- 
sent Secretary of the Society at Foochow 
becomes somewhat melodramatic over 
this matter, and asks, ‘Would any 
Englishman, be he the friend or foe of 
Christian Missions, have so advised us 
I do not believe it—~it were better to 
die like men than play the traitor thus; 
better to be turned out into the streots 
without @ roof over our heads than yield 
up the honour of the cause entrusted to 
our keeping and dearer to ua than our 
lives.” The writer winds up by congra- 
tulating himself that it has been proved 
to the satiafaction of Chief Justice French 
that the missionaries had dono nothing 
wxong;>andhe-thanks-God—that-their 
own good namo and the honour of the 
cause they represent has been vindicated 
before th® world: by the decizion of the

This sort of language will doubtless

where the feelings are prepared before- 
hand to receive nothing but good reports 
of the toilers in the mission field, It 
is, however, inexpressibly sad that the 
real facts which have appeared in the 
evidence at the trial, as well ay the 
wording of the judgment in:the case, do 
not justify either the tone or the 
phraseology adopted by Mr Stewart.

Woe have, however, to supple- 
ment our acknowledgment of this principle 
by a distinct rosorvation that there are 
reasons why, for the present, be herself 
cannot claim to exercise the whole of her 
rights, But it appears to us that the time 
has arrived when—upon certain conditiona 
—the exceptions we refer to nocd no longer 
include the control of her Tariff; theae oon- 
ditions being tho friendly statement on her 
part that the policy to be pursued will bo 
an colighteand 

to be levied will not be detrimental to the 
foreign trade which has already donp so 
much for the country, that they will be 
arrived at after consultation with the inter-. 
ested Powers, that no sudden or harassing 
changes will be made in a Tariff after it has 
once been notified, and that no change 
whatever will be mado. without ample notice 
being given. We have no reason to think 
that such a statement would be withheld ; 
and, until we havé stronger proof than yet 
exists to the contrary, we belivve that the 
acale of the proposed tariff will be found to 
be far less onerous than is generally antici- 
pated. The reasons given by the Chamber 
of Commerce for the view they take on thia 
matters are britfly : (1) that the muss of 
the poople are scarcely yet under the fn 


fluence of the new phase of clyilization 
into which Japan_bas_ lately entercd ; (2 
that tho knowledge of polttical economy 
possessed by the authorities is hardly yet 
of a high order, ‘sud that this insufficiency 
of knowledge might entail frequent detri- 
ment to trade, auch, for instance, as sudden 
changes in the tariff; (8) that the Govern- | 
ment officials have’ beoo, and are, largely 
mixed upin trading operations and that 
their policy ‘might, thercby, be unduly 
biassed ; and (4) that an unfriendly fesling 
exists toward foreign commerce which might 
easily lead to the adoption of measures 
adv ree to ita continuance and progreas. 
Oar reply te these reasons would be : (1) 
that the regulation of the tariff would not 
be made by the mags of the people ; (2) 


that the statement we have already sug:. 


gested should be asked for, would plice the 
intentions of. the Government boyond 
doubt, whilst no reasons exist to question 
that: promises now made would bo less 
faithfully kept than bitherto has beén the 
case with the existing treaties. And no 
person will withhold bis ackuowledgment 
that the treaties have been faithfully kept ;
